BY WAY OF PREFACE 


Those who attend sales of Works of Art may be divided into two classes. 
There are collectors, each one of whom, as a rule, has a well-defined specialty 
and there are those who are given to the acquisition of some particular piece 
because of its inherent desirability or adaptability to fit into some pre-conceived 
plan of furnishing. Both of these will be interested in the Luigi Orselli Collec- 
tion, which the American Art Association offers at Unreserved Public Sale. 

For many years Mr. Orselli has been known as one of New York’s most 
prominent Connoisseurs and Dealers in Italian Works of Art, and his Forty- 
seventh Street Gallery has always been a center of attraction both to discrim- 
inating collectors and to those who buy a piece of old Furniture, a Textile or a 
Wrought Iron, because they see, at a glance, in their mind’s eye, precisely 
the place it should worthily occupy in one or another of their own rooms. 
Especially noteworthy were the upper floors of the gallery, which were trans- 
formed with rare intelligence into a series of rooms suggesting an Italian 
interior of the Middle Ages. There were an Entrance Hall, Dining, Living 
and Bed Rooms, the walls of which were decorated in the Florentine manner 
of the Fifteenth Century, while the fittings, draperies and other accessories, as 
well as all the Furniture, the Chairs, the Tables and the Cabinets, had been, 
for years, patiently and carefully chosen, and so placed and disposed as to 
offer a very concrete idea of the home surroundings of the Italians of Renais- 
sance times. These rooms, too, served as successful examples of the beauty 
of those old Italian decorations, the many brilliant colors of which were 
so harmonized as to offer an agreeable and satisfying ensemble. Mr. Orselli, 
too, was something more than a mere dealer in old things, he had a real and 
abiding love for them and a flair for gathering them together quite apart from 
all commercial consideration. He has always been a sedulous observer of, and 
a liberal purchaser at, the more notable sales of Italian Works of Art, where he 
was wont to acquire any pieces which were considered by him to be of genuine 
merit and of which he did not deem the price to be exorbitant, and he also has 
been fortunate in securing the active co-operation of Mr. J. Dabissi. As a 
natural consequence, his Collection is surprisingly diversified and contains 
articles which are likely to appeal to a vast number of tastes. Among the col- 
lections offered in this country from which he drew largely were those of the 


Davanzati Palace, of Prof. Elia Volpi and of Stefano Bardini, while he has 
secured either himself, or through his European establishment, examples from 
the leading collections dispersed in Italy and other countries. 

Among the things now offered for sale will be found many which are 
striking either on account of their unusual design or superb execution, as well 
as a number whose character is bound to attract those who desire a Table, a 
Chair, a Torchére or a Drapery which will fill “‘some long-felt want” in a room 
of either house or apartment. Indeed, it may be said that a most exceptional 
opportunity is offered by this sale of the Luigi Orselli Collection, in which 
there are many things of artistic significance which cannot fail to win the 
regard and attention of admirers of Italian art and of all those who love to 
surround themselves with objects of beauty, interest and quaintness.

CONDITIONS OF SALE 


1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may 
be rejected by the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid would be 
likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arise 
between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same 
or put up for re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the purchase 
money as may be required, and the names and addresses of the pur- 
chasers shall be given immediately on the sale of every lot, in default 
of which the lot so purchased shall be immediately put up again and 
re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at the 
time of sale shall be made within ten days thereafter, in default of 
which the undersigned may either continue to hold the lots at the 
risk of the purchaser and take such action as may be necessary for 
the enforcement of the sale, or may at public or private sale, and 
without other than this notice, re-sell the lots for the benefit of such 
purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) arising from such re-sale shall 
be a charge against such purchaser. 

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon payment 
of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 9 
A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days—except holidays—between the 
hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American Art 
Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only on pre- 
senting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, of 
any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 

5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in 
which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed 


by the Association for purchasers. The Association will, however, 
afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and 
reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, without any 
assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of 
the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the pur- 
chaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and 
thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in caring 
for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself responsible if 
such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness or authenticity of any 
lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, 
error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not noted. Every lot is 
on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, after which 
it is sold “as is” and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy 
expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued, and, 
in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued or make mention 
of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would become responsible 
for such damage as might result were his opinion without proper 


foundation.
